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In response to the Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application issued March 17, 2004, 
Applicants hereby petition the Patent Office to withdraw the Notice and grant December 15, 2003, 
as the filing date of the above-captioned application because drawings are not necessary under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 13 for an understanding of the subject matter sought to be patented. 

Applicants filed the instant application December 15, 2003. The application is directed to 
polypeptides that contain a PDE polypeptide sequence with an amino-terminal deletion and that 
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exhibit decreased aggregate formation. Figures 1 to 6 were inadvertently omitted from the 
application at filing. 

The drawings mentioned in the specification as filed simply depict graphically the data from 
the examples in the specification and are not necessary to understand the invention. References to 
the Figures have been removed from the application by the accompanying Preliminary Amendment.
